thorized to make this week that A. C. 
Flumerfelt and H. N. Galer, president 
and vice-president of the Interna- 
tional Coal and Coke company of 
Coleman. have secured the control of 
the Alberta Coal and Coke Co., 
which owns probably the finest do- 
mestic coal property in Alberta, and 
will immediately proceed to open up 
another mine. The announcement is 
of the utmost importance to the 
Pass, and as well to the whole of Al 
berta, British Columbia, and the stat 
of Washington, as it will solve the 
domestic fuel problem, which within 
the year has become a serious matter 

The Alberta Coal and Coke Com- 
pany’s property is located about a 
mile east of Lundbreck, and consists 
of 6.400 acres with seven miles on 
the strike of the seams. There are on 
the property what are said to be 18 
seams of coal. all of workable width, 
but engineers generally consider that 
the eighteen seams constitute three 
folds or six folds of three seams. 
There has never been sufficient work 
done on the ground to determine the 
facts further than that there are actu- 
ally efghteen searhs that might be 
worked from a single shaft. The coal 
is undoubtedly the finest liznite — or 
domestic coal ever discovered in 
Alberta, in fact, according te hun- 
dreds of analyses that have been 
made by probably as many different 
parties, the coal runs so high in ear- 
ben as to virtually give it rank as a 
semi-bituminous.

South Dakota farmers to desert their 
farms, and Daketa men will inform 
you today that they had to put boots 
or gunny sacks on their horses’ legs 
in order to protect them while cut- 
ting their crops. Cases have al- 
ready occurred ir: Alberta where the 
binder has been stopped. with a 
single weed. Its great danger iies in 
the immense quantity of seed it bears 
and in the fact that it is a tumbling 
weed, and is thus liable to scatter 
millions of loose .seeds aercss the 
country. In view of the importance 
of this work the Department earnestly 
bespeaks the hearty co-operation of 
the farmers in order to have it de 
stroyed at the outset. Wherever a 
weed is seen it ough* to be pulled and 
burned.

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A glance at the list of freighters 
built for the ‘thseason of 1906 shows to 
a certain extent the rapid growth of 
the industries of the territory tribu- 
tary to the great lekes. At the begin- 
ning of 1906, the ship builders of the 
great lakes had under order 39 ves- 
sels for this year’s delivery, of which 
34 were bulk freighters, two  pack- 
age freighters, two car ferries, and one 
a passenger steamer. Many of these 
boats had been ordered early in the 
preceding summer, a thing unprece- 
dented in the history of the great 
lakes, as new vessels are usually not 
contracted for until late in the fall, 
when the volume of the next year’s 
commerce can be more accurately 
guaged. With the exception of two 
6,500 ton freighters, the 34 bulk (ore) 
freighters ordered had carrying ca- 
pacities ranging from 8,000 tons to 
12,000 tons, and a total carrying ca- 
pacity of 338,000 tons. These 34 
boats are capable of moving in a sea- 
son approximately 6,760,000 tons of 
ore. The average carrying capacity 
of the modern lake freighter has 
grown so fast that it is now almost 
double what it was as late as_ three 
During the preceding yea’, 
1905, there had been put into the 
water on the great lakes 28 steamers. 
All of the steamers ordered for 1906 
delivery are now in commission. 

One of the pew ships, the Harry 
Coulby, a bulk freighter of 10,000 
tons, was built at the Lorain yard of 


years ago. 


the American Shipbuilding Co. The 
William P. Snyder, of 10,000 tons, 
was built at the Ecorse yard, De- 


troit, of the Great Lakes Engineering 
Works. The other two vessels 


the lakes. The Henry H. Rogers is 
one of the four sister ships built by 
the American Shipbuilding Co. (Un- 
ited States Steel Corporation), the 
other three being the J. Pierpont Mor- 
gan, Norman B. Ream, and Peter A. 
Bb. Widener. They are 600 feet over 
all, 580 feet keel, 58 feet beam and 32 
feet deep. With a load of 12,000 tons 
they draw 19 feet When drawing 
21 feet they ‘have actually carried 14,- 
000 tons. This loading can be obtain- 
ed on the exclusively Lake Michigan 
run from Eseanabo to Seuth Chicago, 
carrying ore for the Chicago plants of 
the Steel Corporation. The other 12,- 
000 ton bulk freighter, the Edward Y. 
Townsend, with the sister ship, the 
Danie! J. Morrell, was built by the 
American Shipbuilding Co. of Phila- 
delphia and is by a margin of two 
feet in length at present the largest 
freight boat on the lakes, being 602 
feet over all and 582 feet keel. The 
extra 2 feet, however, is taken up in 
the forepeak, and does not represent 
cargo space. In 1907 there are to be 
three 605 ft. steamers built. 

The practice of ordering well in 
advance of delivery has been contin- 
uel this year. In fact, in the spring 
of 1906 orders began to be placed for 
1907 delivery. Today there are under 
order for 1907 delivery 36 vessels, of 
which 34 are bulk freighters, one 
passenger steamer and one a car ferry. 
These probably do not represent the 
extent of next year’s building, for ad- 
ditional contracts are pending, and 
expected in the near future. Of th ing 
22 will be built by the American Ship- 
building Co., nine by the Great Lakes 
Engineering Works, three by the To- 
ledo Shipbuilding Co., Toledo, and 
two by the Collingwood Shipbuilding

Co., Collingwood, Ont. These 34 
bulk freighters range from 5,500 to 


12,000 gross tons capacity, one being 
5,500 tons, three 6,560 tons, six 7,000 
two 8,000 tons, three 9,000 tons, 
ten 10,000 tons, one 11,000 tons, and 
Seven 12,000 tons.

.Mr. Frank Webb who was in charge 
of the Alberta exhibit at the Halifax 
Exhibition says that the exhibit creat- 
ed a profound impressiom among the 
easterners and demonstrated to them 
the resources and possibilities of our 
province in a manner that will un- 
doubtedly induce a large emigration 
here next season.
